wafted its perfume outwa rds, and the 
watchers. Suite a nd Federal a g r ic u l-1 
tural

entomolog ica l 
officials 
waited. 
Ten minutes passed, fifteen minutes, 
and then they began coming . 
From 
all directions a veritable cloud of the 
g lea ming -wing ed 
insects 
converg ed, 
billow upon billow, until the tree was 
a swa rming , cra wling , ma ss. From as 
far as the scent would carry the bee­ 
tles ha stened to their end. 
A few more minutes ela psed and the 
tree wa s spra y ed a g ain but this time 
it wa s a deadly , a crid-smelling poison 
that

into

foliage. 
Thing s began to happen. 


Slowly at first and then like the pa t­ 
tering of ha ilstones the beetles began 
falPng.
